In addition to studying evidence 
produced by the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation and the anti-trust 
division of the Department of Jus- 
tice, the jury also will examine 
books and question some officers 
of 22 dairies, large and small, 
operating in the St. Louls areca, 
Subpenas duces tecum issued last 
week indicated the jury was in- 
terested chiefly in allegations of 
price*fixing since Jan, 1, 1946, 

Also subpenaed to appear today 
or tomorrow were Fred L. Ship- 
ley, milk market administrator 
here, and Prof. Joseph M. Kla- 
mon, who teaches marketing at 
Washington University and has 
investigated milk prices here. 
His data have been used exten- 
sively by the St. Louls Consumer 
Federation, which last week spon- 
sored a three-day housewives’ 
strike against a recent milk pri¢e 
increase.

Among dairy officers sched- 
uled to appear before the grand 
jury are Joseph J. Wasser of 
Pevely Dairy Co. and Julian M.

Merchants’ Group Work- 
ing Out Details for 
Building 1000 Dwelling 
Units — Will Seek 
Funds From Businesses.

A movement to eliminate slums, | 
rehabilitate home and business | 
property and erect new large-scale | 
housing in a square- mile district 
of South St. Louis, close to down- 
town and to big factories, has 
been attracting growing attention. 

Its sponsor, the South Broadway 
Merchants’ & Manufacturers’ As- 


sociation, has devoted much effort 
to the task. The leaders are of 
the opinion they will succeed in 
making over the area, including 
a $10,000,000 housing project with 
1000 dwelling units. 

Preliminaries are being worked 
up now for the new housing, with 
the intention of going soon to 
large industrial and business in- 


have remodeled their 
property. A $3500 prize fund has 
been turned over to Washington 
University’s school of architecture 
for ideas in design and planning. 
A large eastern insurance com- 
pany has inspected the district, 
studied details and invited the as- 
sociation to return after it has 
raised about $2,000,000 in equity 
subscriptions. The idea would be 
for the insurance company then 
to make a mortgage loan of about 
$8,000,000, payable in 35 years. 
The housing would’ become the 
property of the equity subscribers 
or of some educational or charit- 
able institution after retirement 
of the debt. 
Boundaries of Tract. 

The district is bounded by 
Broadway, Mississippi avenues 
(2000 west), Park avenue and Sid- 
ney street, It is classed by the 
City Plan Commission as an ob- 
solete (slum) area, except the 
southwestern corner, classed as 
blighted. It contains more than 
150 city blocks, heavily populated 
and also sprinkled with industry. 
Many of the people work in plants 
in and near the district. Inspec- 
tion shows that many attractive 
characteristics remain there, mak- 
ing this an ideal laboratory in an 
intensive effort to reclaim the 
old part of the city. 

Manufacturers’ Bank & Trust 

Co., 1731 South Broadway, started 
the movement. First, it was point- 
ed out by the president, James P. 
Hickock, the bank spent $225,000 
modernizing its'own quarters and 
it also opened a large, paved park- 
ing lot. Sparkplug of the move- 
ment is Joseph F. Holland, vice 
president of the bank, president 
of the South Broadway Associa- 
tion and former city counselor. By 
authority of the bank directors, he 
is spending most of his time on 
the project. 
Three big industrial neighbors 
of the area joined the bank in 
setting up the prize fund. They 
are Monsanto Chemical Co., Gay- 
lord Container Corp. and An- 
heuser-Busch, Inc. The housing 
plan is aimed especially at provid- 
ing homes near their jobs for 
plant and office workers of these 
and other nearby factories, It is 
being figured on the basis of rent 
at $64 a month for a four-room 
apartment, held to be suitable for 
those earning $250 a month or 
more. A recent canvass showed 
that eight factories of the vicinity 
had nearly 6700 employes in this 
pay bracket. 

Proposed Financing Plan, 
The financing plan under con- 
sideration would provide 4 per 
cent interest on the mortgage and 
no income to the stockholders on 
their equity. The idea is that 
they would be repaid through the 
convenience of housing for their 
employes and the civic improve- 
ment. A report of the insurance 
company officials last summer 
said: 

“On our several visits to St. 
Louis we have been particularly 
impressed with the spirit and de- 
termination of local leaders to 
improve conditions in their city. 
Nowhere else would we receive 
greater co-operation and good will. 
These are tangible assets and 
should a project eventually ma-

MOSCOW, Feb 2 (AP)—Russia 
has filed two more complaints 
against the United States, one 
charging that the American mili- 
tary mission in Iran seeks to make 
that country a “strategic base of 
the U.S. A.,“ and the other that 
American bomber flights are in- 
fringing on Soviet shipping in Jap- 
anese Waters. The new complaints, 
making four in less than a week, 
demand that both activities stop. 

The complaint of American ac- 
tivity in Iran was made to the 
Tehran Government, and the pro- 
test concerning shipping in a note 
handed to United States Ambassa- 
dor Walter B, Smith, 

The first two protests, an- 
nounced last week, complained to 
the United States Government 
about the projected reopening of 
Mellaha airfield in North Africa 
and about the presence of Ameri- 
can warships in Italian ports. The 
Russians contended both were vio- 
lations of the Italian peace treaty. 

(In Washington, a State De- 
partment official denounced as 
“false” and “distortions” the 
charges that the United States 
seeks to make Iran a “strategic 
base.” He deniea in detail the 
charges made in Russia's note to 
the Iranian Government. 

(A few hours earlier, the Unit- 
ed States formally rejected as 
“without foundation” the Soviet 
protest over visits of American 
warships to Itallan ports. The 
State Department, delayed a reply 
to the protest against restoring 
the Mellaha airfield.) 

Soviet Demand on Iran. 

The Communist party news- 
paper Pravda, disclosing the note 
to Iran, said Russian Ambassador 
Ivan Sadchikov handed it to the 
Iranian Government Saturday. He 
demanded that it “take the neces- 
sary action for putting an end 
to the abnormal situation,” and 
declared the situation did not 
square with the Soviet-Iranian 
treaty of Feb. 26, 1921, 

Pravda said the note contained 
“factual proof that the activity of 
the American military mission in 
Iran can create danger to the 
frontiers of the U.S. S. R.“ 

(A London dispatch said the 
Moscow radio quoted Pravda as 
saying the note declared that 
activities of the American mill- 
tary mission constitute a threat 
to the Russian frontier, which ad- 
joins fran to the north.) 

The note charged Americans 
with taking pictures of the Soviet- 
Iranian frontier, helping plan air- 
ports near the border and heading 
up the building of “fortifications” 
along the border. 

“The former American military 
reservation and four barracks in 
Tehran have been rehabilitated 
and placed at the disposal of the 
American military mission, from 
which it follows that the arrival 
of large contingents of American 
officers and soldiers is expected 
in Iran,” the note said, 

“Influx of Americans.” 

The note also made these state- 
ments: 

1. The Iranian Army is be- 
ing rearmed with American weap- 
ons identical with the type which 
the United States is using in re- 
arming the Turkish Army.” 

2. “American advisers have 
worked out a plan for reorganiza- 
tion of Iranian war plants... 80 
these plants could produce and re- 
pair arms of American specifica- 
tions.” ; 

3. Notice cannot be omitted of 
the construction of subterranean 
gasoline tanks in southern Iran 
by American representatives.” 

4. “During recent months there 
has been a mass influx of vari- 
ous American advisers and other 
American representatives into 
Iran . . establishing themselves 
not only in the army but in other 
organizations and institutions.“ 

5. American advisers have made 
frequent flights into border dis- 
tricts ostensibly to inspect Iranian 
Army units but actually “for mak- 
ing photographs of the Soviet- 
Iranian border and studying it 
from a military angle.” 

(The Iranian Majlis (Parlia- 
ment) received yesterday a bill 
which would authorize the pur- 
chase of $10,000,000 in arms from 
the United States.

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‘FREEDOM OF INFORMATION’ 
CLAUSE INCLUDED IN TREATY 
SIGNED BY U.S, AND ITALY 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2 (AP) 
HE United States and Italy 
signed today a new com- 
mercial treaty including a 

promise by each to allow “free- 

dom of information.” 

One clause says Italians in 
the United States and Ameri- 
cans in Italy will be free to 
write, report and send news 
without censorship. It is the 
first time ‘such a clause has 
been included in any American 
treaty with a European coun- 
try. 

The treaty replaces a pact of 
“friendship, commerce and nav- 
igation” made in 1871, but set 
aside during the Mussolini pe- 
riod, In general, citizens of 
each country are granted equal 
rights in commercial and legal 
activities. 

Each country reserves full 
rights to control import and 
export of fissionable materials 
—the source of atomic bombs 
and power, Each also reserves 
the right to control traffic in 
“arms, ammunition and imple-

Unprecedented business activity 
and mounting inflation were the 
chief characteristics of the year 
1947 in the Eighth Federal Re- 
serve District, the Federal Reserve 
Bank of St. Louis reported today. 
The consumer spent more dollars 
than in 1946 but received fewer 
goods in return, it noted, 

Instead of the usual monthly re- 
view for December, the bank elect- 
ed instead to review the state of 
business, employment, production, 
agriculture and construction for 
all last year. 

Every type of industry except 
petroleum production increased 
during the year and farm income 
was about one-fourth higher than 
in 1946, thiefly as a result of ad- 
vancing prices rather than in- 
creased production. 

New and expanded plants in St. 
Louis totaled 144 during the year, 
representing a total capital invest- 
ment of $76,000,000, This was the 
same pattern observed in other 
industrial centers in the Eighth 
Federal Reserve District. 

Prices were higher than! in 
1946 and advanced consistently 
throughout the year. In Septem- 
ber, average consumer prices were 
higher by 9 per cent in St. Louis 
than those of December, 1946. In 
all major district cities except 
Louisville, Ky., average retail food 
prices in November were at least 
twice as high as in 1985-39. 


Comparative Real Wages. 
Since 1940, total employment in 
the five largest district cities has 
increased per cent and manu- 
facturing employment 50 per cent. 
Although weekly and hourly earn- 
ings averaged higher in 1947 than 
in 1946, “when adjustments are 
made for increases in the cost of 
living, real wages in 1947 re 
Jower than in 1946,” the review 
tated, | 

Although about 75,000 persons 
left the district in 1947, the ci-' 
vilian population increased 180,000 
between July 1946, and July 1947, 
through the excess of births over 
deaths and the return of service 


said, The steady out migration 
was attributed chiefly to lack of 
job opportunities, 

Industrial electrical power con- 
sumption showed a 12 per cent 
gain over 1946. The basic steel in- 
dustry in St. Louis operated at 
66 per cent of capacity during the 
year as compared with 41 per cent 
in 1946. In December, 81 per cent 
of capacity was attained. 

Shoe production, in attaining a 
record 96,000,000 pairs, ran counter 
to that of the industry nationally.

Sales of wom- 
en’s apparel, running behind the 
volume reached in 1946, were 
given a lift by the “new look” and 
managed to attain a level slightly 
above the previous year. Increas- 
ing use of consumer credit was 
noted and year-end inventories 
were generally larger, on a-dollar 
basis, than at the close of 1946. 

Farm income in the district set 
a record and exceeded that of the 
three years, 1938, 1939 and 1940, 
combined, Prices oz most agri- 
cultural commodities averaged 19 
per cent above the 1946 level and 
reached a new high on Dec. 15 
when the index of prices stood at 
301, three times the 1910-14 base 
level.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2 (AP)—

Chairman Bridges (Rep.), New 
Hampshire, of the Senate Appro- 
priations Committee said Adminis- 
fration figures have convinced 
him there is no need to appro- 
priate the full $6,800,000,000 asked 


for by President Truman for the 


first 15 months of operation. 

Bridges cited testimony by State 
Department officials last week 
that about $800,000,000 of the total 
would go for goods which won't 
be shipped to Europe until after 
July 1, 1949, 

“We might consider giving them 
some contract authority,” Bridges 
told a reporter, “but I don’t see 
any reason for appropriating that 
money now if the goods aren’t go- 
ing to be shipped until 17 months 
from now.” 


There were indications that 
Bridges’s view is shared by some 
Republican members of the House 
Appropriations Committee, where 


the cutting ax will fall first. 


Signs are that the leader may 
agree on a three-billion-dollar cut 
in all federal spending. At the 
same time they may pledge a 
$2,600,000,000 payment on the na- 
tional debt, : 

Twenty Senate Republicans who 
have banded for a fight on some 
features of the Marshall plan are 
expected to get down to -talking 
about the cost late this week. 

At the same time, Senator Hick- 
enlooper (Rep.), Iowa, said Chair- 
man Vandenberg (Rep.), Mich- 
igan, of the Foreign Relations 
Committee, has agreed to write 
into the foreign aid bill a clause 
saying that the United States can 
stop the program any time Con- 
gress decides it is going off the 
beam. 

Secretary of the Treasury Sny- 
der reported to the committee to- 
day that the National Advisory 
Council had taken steps: to free 
31,100,000 000 in foreign assets 
frozen in the United States to 
benefit western European nations. 
The council voted to turn over to 
the Alien Property Custodian this 
amount owned by citizens of coun- 
tries on the Marshall plan aid list. 
About $350,000,000 of it is held by 
French citizens. 

This action will help the coun- 
tries to obtain release of these 
blocked assets that they can trace 
directly to their citizens, Property 
not thus claimed would revert to 
the United States. The property 
was “frozen” in this country as 
the Germans overran Europe. 
This means a Government license 
was required to transfer them. 

The council at the same time 
opposed any forced liquidation of 
$4,300,000,000 in unblocked assets 
held in this country by citizens of 
the European nations. 

Snyder said the Council, how- 
ever, favors aiding the govern- 
ments concerned in converting 
these holdings into dollars to help 
them in their international trade. 

Snyder described the $4,300,000,- 
000 as “free assets,” which never 
had been blocked during the war. 
He said about $2,300,000,000 repre- 
sents holdings of British citizens. 

The Council is the Administra- 
tion’s top policy group on inter- 
national financial problems.

Mahasabha— literally, great or- 
ganization—was formed as a reply 
to the Moslem League, and seeks 
an India run solely by Hindu laws 
with no protection to Moslem 
rights at the expense of Hindus, 

Two Mosques were burned and 
Moslem shops and homes were 
looted at Tiruvannamalai, a Hindu 
pilgrim center near Madras. Other 
Moslems were attacked in the 
Madras villages of Salem and Ra- 
japalayam. Twenty-six were re- 
ported wounded. 

Reports from Miraj, Sangli and 
Kolhapur, some 400 miles south- 
east of Bombay, said Hindu mobs 
were attacking extremists there, 
and police had called for re- 
inforcements. 


Gandhi’s Ashes Gathered. 

Gandhi's ashes were gathered up 
this morning in reverent funeral 
rites in the burning ground by the 
River Jumna here where he was 
cremated Saturday. 

Leaders of the ceremony said 
all ashes and unburned bones 
would be taken later to Birla 
house, where Gandhi died, and 
kept there in pots to be scattered 
Feb. 13 in thhe Ganges. Both the 
Ganges and the Jumna are holy 
to Hindus. 

Gandhi's son, Ramdas, per- 
fonmed the rites with the help of 
a &Kpandit (learned man) and 
others. The pandit was Ramdhun 
J. Shastri, proféssor of Sanskrit 
in Delhi University. 

The service was held behind two 
barbed-wire rings guarded by 
troops with rifles. Gandhi's rela- 
tives and intimates, among them 
Nehru, and distinguished visitors 
chanted prayers. 

Hundreds daily visit the garden 
where Gandhi was shot and the 
house where he died. The owner, 
industrialist G. D. Birla, said he 
would give the estate for some 
public use in Gandhi’s name. 

Plot Termed Widespread. 

Officials said the plot against 
Gandhi and other leaders spread 
through all sections of India. 
Many names of those implicated 
have been obtained from Gandhi's 
assassin, Narayan Vianyak Gadse, 
and others are believed to be 
among supporters and contributors 
to the extremist paper in Poona, 
of which Gadse was editor. 

Patel, India’s chief law enfoce- 
ment officer and so-called “iron 
man” of Nehru’s Congress party, 
told correspondents the conspir- 
acy was under investigation and 
arrests were being made. He 
urged the people not to take the 
law into their own hands. 

Patel would not say whether 
Gandhi's death had resulted from 
the plot, but another high govern- 
ment official indicated the Home 
Minister knew it had.

SUPREME COURT RESTATES 
BAR ON ILLEGAL SEARCHES 


5-to-4 Decision Sets Aside Conviction After 
Raid Without Warrant—New Ruling 
Against Race Discrimination. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2 (UP)— 
In a 6-to-4 decision, the Supreme 
Court today spelled out anew the 
constitutional right of a citizen to 
be secure against unlawful search 
and seizure. 


The court reversed the convic- 
tion of a Seattle woman who was 
arrested for illegal possession of 
opium by officers who searched 
her hotel room without a warrant. 

Justice Robert H. Jackson, 
speaking for the majority, said 
that an officer who enters private 
living quarters must have “some 
valid basis in law for the intru- 
sion.” He said “zealous” officers 
often fail to grasp the point of 
the Fourth Amendment to the 
Constitution, which prohibits - 
legal starch and seizure, 

The point is, Jackson said, that 
the amendment does not prohibit 
law enforcement on the basis of a 
reasonable inference, but it does 
require that the inference be 
made by a neutral magistrate, 
who then issues a warrant, in- 
stead of by an officer interested 
primarily in ferreting out crime. 

The court failed to act today 
on the plea of Mrs. Ada Sipuel 
Fisher, 23-year-old Negro woman, 
for a new, direct command by 
the court to Oklahoma that she 
be admitted to the University of 
Oklahoma law school, 

She told the court a week ago 
that Oklahoma has failed to car- 
ry out the court’s Jan. 12 mandate 

that the state must afford her a 
legal education as quickly as a 
white student could get one. Okla- 
homa, following the Jan. 12 deci- 
sion, set up a three-professor law 
school for Negroes, Mrs. Sipuel 
declined to enter it. 
Other Rulings by Court. 

In other rulings today, the court/ 

Held, 7 to 2, that a state can 
forbid racia] discrimination on 
an excursion boat, even though 
the boat goes into foreign wa- 
ters. It upheld application of 
a Michigan anti- discrimination 
law to a boat operated by the 
Bob-Lo Excursion Co., from De- 
troit to an amusement park on 
the Canadian side of the Detroit 
river. 

Unanimously reversed the 
Florida Supreme Court and gave 
a former naval officer the right 
to redeem his land in Lee coun- 
ty, Florida, which was sold for 
taxes while he was in the service. 

Voted, 7 to 2, that when a 
federal prisoner gets a new sen- 
tence for attempted escape, the 
additional time is tacked on to 
whatever other sentences he has 
left to serve, 

Agreed to review the appeals 
of 129 Germans who have bee 
detained and ordered deported 
as pro-Nazis. 

Narcotic Case Background, 

The Seattle woman arrested in 
the opium case was Anne Johnson, 
Federal agents entered her room 
in a Seattle hotel in 1946 on the 
tip of an informer, a known nar- 
cotic addict. 

Jackson was joined in the ma- 
8 opinion by Justices William 
O. douglas, Felix Frankfurter, 
Wiley B. Rutledge and Frank 
Murphy. Chief Justice Fred M. 
Vinson and Justices Hugo L 
Black, Stanley F. Reed and Har- 
old H. Burton dissented without 
opinion. 

Jackson said the Government 
was obliged in Miss Johnson's 
case “to justify the arrest by the 
search and at the same time to 
justify the search by the arrest.” 


“This will not do,” he said. 

The officers were led by the 
smell of burning opium to a room 
of the hotel. They did not know 
the occupant, Miss Johnson, alone 
in the room, admitted them after 
identification. She did so, Jackson 
said, “in submission to authority” 
rather than as an “intentional 
waiver of a constitutional right.” 

Miss Johnson was placed under 
arrest and her room searched. 
Opium and a warm opium pipe 
were found. 

Jackson said the smell of the 
narcotic emanating from the room 
would have been enough to have 
obtained a search warrant from a 
magistrate, and the officers 
should have got one. 

Decision in Racial 

In the Detroit excursion boat 
case the decision upheld the con- 
viction of the Bob-Lo company, 
Detroit, for putting a Negro high 
school girl off one of its boats. 
The company was found guilty of 
violating the Michigan civil rights 
statute and fined $25. 


The company argued that Mich- 
igan could not apply its anti-dis- 
crimination law to international 
operations of the company. 

Justice Rutledge read the ma- 
jority decision. Justice Jackson 
dissented in an opinion joined by 
Chief Justice Vinson. 

“It is difficult to imagine,” Rut- 
ledge said, “what national interest 
or policy, whether of securing uni- 
formity in regulating commerce, 
affecting relations with foreign 
nations, or othérwise, could rea- 
sonably be found to be adversely 
affected by applying Michigan's 
statute to these facts 

Amusement Park on Island. 

The company operates pleasure 
trips from Detroit to Bob-Lo 
island. (also known as Bols Blanc 
Island) in the Detroit river on 
the Canadian side. Most of the 
island is owned by the excursion 
firm. It is the sfte of an amuse- 
ment park, called Detroit’s Coney 
island, also run by the boat com- 


‘pany. 
In June 1945 the Negro girl, 


Sarah Ray, went with 12 white 
girls for a day’s outing at the 
island. All bought tickets at the 
pier, went aboard and took chairs 
on the deck. Boat officials then 
approached the girl and ordered 
her off the boat. The company 
had excluded Negroes from its 
boats since 1924. 


Rutledge noted that only 
Lo boats go to the island, carry- 
ing only Bob-Lo recreation pa- 
trons. Only round-trip tickets are 
issued for passage beginning and 
ending on American soil. 

These facts “insulate” the island 
from any foreign commerce in the 
normal sense, he said. 

Jackson sharply criticized the 
majority for approving a state 
action that invaded a field dele- 
gated under the Constitution sole- 
ly to Congress.

BOONVILLE, Mo., Feb. 2—Ten- 
sion increased at the Missouri 
Training School for Boys today, 
following a hectic Sunday marked 
By the escape and capture of two 


youths, a surprise inspection by 
Gow. Phil M. Donnelly, who as- 
sisted in the search, and the re- 


arming of the 20 State troopers 
on duty here, “to protect them- 
eclves and the community.” 
Col. Hugh H. Waggoner, super- 
- Imtendent of the State Highway 
Patrol, arrived here shortly before 
noon today to begin the investiga- 
tion of the institution ordered by 
the Governor. He was accompa- 
nied by Col. Thomas E. Whitecot- 
ton, state director of penal insti- 
tutions, who, he said, was present 
at Waggoner’s request because of 
his familiarity with the records 
and files of the school. ä 
Col. Whitecotton told reporters 
he had had jurisdiction over the, 
institution for a period of 18 
months before the State Board of 
Training Schools took over in 
July, 1946. He emphasized he was 
present in a strictly unofficial 


capacity. 
Col. Waggoner said: “We're be- 
ginning our investigation today. 
I don’t know how long it will take 
or how extensive it will be, but we 
will move as fast as possible. We 
will report to the Governor, who- 
will release what he pleases of the 
report.” 
Curb on Reporters. 
Continuing to address the re- 
porters and a photographer pres- 
t, he said: “I must ask you boys 
to stay in the main building from 
now on and not prowl around the 
area or talk to any officers or 
employes. Your moving around 
and questioning has caused a little 
unrest.” 
Col. Whitecotton turned to a 
highway patrol sergeant who 
came up at that time and said: 
“Now you'll find out some of the 
problems you sent to us. You'll 
find out what kind of a joint this 
is to run.” The sergeant agreed. 
“We're finding out,” he said. 


Shortly before the arrival of 
Waggoner and Whitecotton, Troop- 


er W. 8. Barton, acting superin- 
tendent, announced five more

Measure, Which Now

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 2—A 
bill designed to improve adminis- 
tration of the State Training 
School for Boys at Boonville was 
passed by the State Senate today 
by a vote of 25 to 0. The measure 
now goes to the House for action. 

Among the provisions of the bill 
are indeterminate sentences in- 
stead of fixed sentences for youths 
assigned to the Training School 
for Boys at Boonville, transfer of 
incorrigibles to adult penal insti- 
tutions, and permission for the 
State Division of Welfare to as- 
sign boys less than 12 years old 
to ardianship homes and special 
institutions for their rehabilita- 
tion, whether in or out of Mis- 
souri. 

The bill carries an emergency 
clause, If passed by the House and 
signed by the Governor, it would 
go into effect immediately. 

In debate on the bill, Gov. Phil 
M. Donnelly was attacked by two 
Republican Senators, who termed 
unoonstitutional his actions in 
summarily firing the members of 
the State Training School Board 
and calling on the State Highway 
Patrol to take charge of the in- 
stitutions. 

Senator R. Jasper Smith, Spring 
field, Republican majority floor 
leader, said that in his “offhand 
legal opinion, we still have a 
board.” Reading from Section ¢ 
of Article VII of the new State 
Constitution, he said the board 
could be discharged only under 
the terms of the training school 
statute. That law provides that 
members can be discharged only 
after formal hearings have been 
conducted. 

The Governor, in discharging 
the board, had cited Section 17 of 
Article IV, which he maintains 
gives him power to remove all 
appointive officers, 

Taking up the attack, Senator 
William H. Robinett (Rep.), Moun- 
tain Grove, said Gov. Donnelly 
had “grossly exceeded his author- 
ity” when he placed the Highway 
Patrol in charge of the school. 
He cited Sec. 8363 of the Revised 
Statutes of Missouri, which says 
that the Governor may not order 
state troopers to perform any 
function not authorized by the 
patrol law, Democratic Senator 
Edward V. Long of Bowling Green 
replied that the Governor acted 
within his powers in both in- 
stances. 

Earlier, Gov. Donnelly replied to 
his critics with the assertion that 
charges that the Boonville school 
was . in politics were “poppy- 
cock.” He contended also that he 
had full authority to assign the 
Highway patrol to run the school 
and to have it conduct an imme- 
diate investigation of the school. 
He conferred this morning, about 
the investigation with Col. Hugh 
H. Waggoner, superitendent of the 
patrol. 

Gov. Donnelly, who spent all 
day yesterday at Boonville, laid 
plans with Waggoner for an im- 
mediate investigation of the opera- 
tion and management of the train- 
ing schools. The investigation 
will cover the period since July 1, 
1946, when the Training School 
Board, which was dismissed last 
Friday, took charge of the schools. 
Previously, the schools had been 
supervised by the State Board of 
Penal Commissioners. 

No formal hearings will be con- 
ducted, unlesg they prove to be 
necessary, the Governor said

A spokesman for 
Scott Field said the men will be 
given temporary duty at the bar- 
racks, rather than being officially 
assigned there. Arrangements for 
housing are now being made, he 
said, and it is hoped the men can 
be quartered in the old officers’ 
club facing the parade ground. 

A decision to transfer the men 
was reached, he continued, be- 
cause personnel was being sent 
daily to the barracks to serve at 
funerals of military personnel who 
are being buried in the National 
Cemetery there. The number has 
increased greatly because of 
bodies being returned from over- 
seas for burial. Scott Field is 
officially designated to serve at 
funerals at the cemetery here. 

With the exception of one build- 
ing used as headquarters of the 
Seventy-first Fighter Wing of the 
National Guard, buildings at the 
barracks are vacant or assigned 
to civilian use,

POLICE SALARY BOOST BILL 
INTRODUCED IN SENATE

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 2—The 
St. Louis police salary increase 
bill, providing for a total addition 
of about $1,250,000 to the cost of 
operating the St. Louis Police De- 
partment, was introduced into the 
State Senate today by St. Louis 
members. It was brought to Jef- 
ferson City by H. Sam Priest, 
president of the Police Board. 
The pay of patrolmen is pro- 
posed to be increased from $2640 
to $2983 for the first year, and 
through annual graduations up to 
$3299 after the fourth year. For 
probationary patrolmen the pay 
would be $2904. It is now $2160, 
with $2400 after the first year. 
Lieutenants, captains and majors 
would recieve Increases in the 20 
to 30 per cent range, and the sal- 
ary of the Chief of Police would 
be increased from $7500 to $9000; 
assistant chief from $5400 to $6000; 
Inspector, from $4800 to $6500, and 
Chief of Detectives from $5400 to 
$6500, 
Senator Michael Kinney of St. 
Louis said he intended to expedite

New salary rates for men clerks 
range from $35 a week for begin- 
ners to $51 for clerks with two 
and a half years’ experience.

Assistant managers and pro- 
duce department managers are to 
be paid $67.50 a week, with time 
and a half for overtime. The new 
salary of store managers varies 
from $82 to $100 a week.

Managers, who 
did not attend the meeting, and 
butchers, who belong to the Meat 
Cutters’ Union, opened the stores 
while the clerks were attending 
the meeting.

Sociology Group Speaker 
Also Cites Factors 
Tending to Break Up 


Such Groups. 


Frustration is an important fac- 
tor in the formation of youthful 
gangs but probably is not the 


main cause, John J. Kane, pro- 
fessor of sociology at St. Jéseph’s 
College, Philadelphia, said here 
yesterday. 

Kane, a member of the Phila- 
delphia Crime Prevention Com- 
mission, spoke before the conclud- 
ing session of the three-day con- 
vention of the American Catholic 
Sociological Society at St. Louis 
University. 

Loose parental control, truancy, 
sub-standard housing and conflict 
were also listed by the speaker 
@s factors in the formation of 


gangs. 

Whatever the manner in which 
gangs — — een are brok- 
en up efly rough marriage, 
change of residence, police inter- 
ference and activities of settle- 
ment houses and clubs, Kane said. 

Principal difference between 
white and Negro gangs is in the 
closer organization of the former, 


but the crime patterns of the two 
types depend largely on environ- 
ment, he said. “Negro crimes, at 


least among boys, are usually of 
a petty nature. Negroes, generally 
speaking, steal automobiles to a 
less extent than the whites,” Kane 
concluded. f 

Study of Cultural Changes. 

Cultural changes, observed over 
a period of 13 years, among a 
group of 200 Negro alley dwellers 
in Washington, D. C., have gener- 
ally been in the direction of im- 
provement, Dr. Gladys Sellew, pro- 
fessor of sociology at Rosary Col- 
lege, River Forest, II., told the 
same session. 

Factors responsible for the im- 
provement were listed by the 
spenker as steadier employment, 
military service and the G.I. Bill 
of Rights, a more co-operative at- 
titude toward welfare services re- 
sulting from the New Deal and 
wartime legislation, and changing 
interracial relations. 

Among the improvements noted 
were more stable family relations, 
use of new clothing rather than 
hand-me-downs, better eating 
habits, clinical care for children, 
membership in an established 
church group rather than the oc- 
casional participation in an emo- 
tional revival service and a greater 
hunger for education. “The use of 
more Negro and fewer white po- 
lice resulted in a better under- 
standing of law enforcement,” the 
speaker said. 

Aid for Displaced Persons Urged. 

Continuation of the campaign 
for congressional legislation to ad- 
mit displaced persons, formation 
of state and city committees to 
study the problem and a national 
financial campaign to support the 
program were recommended by 
Bro. Gerald J. Schnepp, S. M., as- 
sistant professor of sociology at 
St. Louis University. 

“One of the most difficult func- 
tions of thé Diocesan Resettlement. 


Committees will be the financial 
sponsorship of one or more dis- 
placed persons,” Bro. Schnepp 
said, Among suggested sources of 
funds, he said, were wealthy

McDermott said the two mis- 
sions are acting strictly in accord 
with the published agreements, 

The gendarmerie mission estab- 
lished in 1943, is headed by Brig. 
Gen. H. Norman Schwarzkopf, 
who is assisted by 13 other offi- 
cers. The military mission was 
set up under an agreement Oct. 
6. 1947, which was filed with the 
United Nations, It consists of Maj. 
Gen. Robert W. Grow and 17 oth- 
er officers. 

McDermott said the United 
States also has given Iran a $25,- 
000,000 credit to buy surplus war 
material, but Iran is proposing to 
take only $10,000,000 of this. This 
is the extent of the American of- 
ficial help to Russia's oil-rich

Birthplace Is Shrine, His Word |

Absolute End of All Argument 


Steinbeck Reports 


Russians Believe 


‘Stalin Has Never Been Wrong, in His 
Whole Life He Has Not Been Wrong 
Once’—His Likeness Everywhere.

N America, there are many hundreds of houses where George 


Washington slept, and in Russia there are many places where 

Joseph Stalin worked, The railroad shops in Tiflis have against 
their outer wall a bank of flowers and a giant plaque proclaiming 
that in this shop Joseph Stalin once had à job. 


Stalin is a Georgian by birth, 
and his birthplace, Gori, about 70 
kilometers from Tiflis, has a'ready 
become a national shrine, and we 
were going to visit it, 

It seemed a long way in the 
jeep, for a jeep seems to go faster 
than it does. We went through a 
windy pass, and out into further 
valleys, and through other passes, 
until at last we came to the town 


of Gori. 
Strange Town Among Mountains. 
It is a strange town set among 


the mountains. It is dominated by 
what we would call a mesa, a tall, 
lone, round mountain, in the mid- 


die of the town, and topped by a 
great castle, which once defended 
the city and was its place of 
refuge. The castle is now ruinous. 

This is the town where Stalin 
was born, and where he spent his 
early youth, 

Abraham Lincoln's log cabin 
has been moved whole into a mu- 
seum, but the birthplace of Stalin 
has been left where it was, and 
the whole thing covered by an 
enormous marble canopy to pro- 
tect it from the weather. The top 
of the canopy is of stained glass. 

The birthplace is a tiny one- 
story house, built of plaster and 
rubble, a house of two rooms and 
a little porch that runs along the 
front. And even so, the family of 
Stalin were so poor that they only 
lived in half of the house, in one 
room. 

There is a rope across the door, 
but one can look inside at the bed, 
the shallow clothes closet, a little 
table, a samovar, and a crooked 
lamp. And in this room the family 
lived, and cooked, and slept. 

All Set in Large Rose Garden. 


Over the whole house, square 
golden marble columns support 
the canopy of stained glass that 
covers the whole thing. And this 
structure is set in a large rose 
garden. On the edge of the rose 
garden there is the museum of 


He was a very handsome young 
man at that time, with fierce wild 
eyes. 

On the wall there is a big map 
of his travels, and the prigons 
where he was placed, and the 
towns in Siberia where he was 
held. His books and papers are 
here, and the editorials he wrote 
for small papers. 

His life has been consistent, and 
from the very beginning he start- 
ed the line that has continued to 
the present day. 

Never Before in All History. 

In all history, we could not think 
of anyone so honored in his life- 
time. We can only think of Au- 
gustus Caesar in this respect, and 
we doubt whether even Augustus 

Caesar had during his lifetime the 

prestige, the veneration, and the 
godlike hold on his people that 
Stalin has. What Stalin says is 
true to them, even if it seems to 
be contrary to natural law. 

His birthplace during his life- 
time has become a place of pil- 
grimage. People visiting it while 
‘we were there spoke in whispers 
and tiptoed about. 

A very pretty young girl was in 
charge of the museum, on the 
day when we visited this place, 
and after her lecture to the group 
of us, she went into the garden 
and cut roses and gave every one 
a blossom. And the roses were 
carefully put away to be saved 
and to be treasured as a remem- 
brance of a kind of holy place. 

No, in all history we do not 
know anything quite comparable 
to this. 

Stalin’s Word Is Absolute. 

Tf Stalin can have this amount 
of power during his lifetime, what 
will he become when he is dead? 

In many speeches in Russia we 
have heard the speaker suddenly 
quote a line from a speech of 
Stalin’s that has the stopping 
quality of the ipse dixit of the 
medieval scholar who put his ar- 
gument in the lap of Aristotle. 
In Russia there is no appeal from 
a word of Stalin, and there is no 
ee against anything he has 
sai 


And however this has been ac- 
complished, by pro da, by 
training, by constant reference, by 
the which is ever 
present, it is nevertheless true. 

And you can only get the sense 
of this force when you hear, as 
we did many times, the remark: 
“Stalin has never been wrong, in 
his whole life he has not been 
wrong once.” And the man who 
says it does not offer it as an ar- 
gument, it is not refutable, he 
says it as a matter to him com- 
pletely true and placed beyond 
argument. 

In the large oil portraits of Sta- 
lin on the walls, he is usually 
dressed in military uniform, and 
wearing all of his decorations, 
and they are very many, 

At his throat, the Gold Star, 
which is the highest decoration 
of Soviet Socialistic Labor; on his 
left breast, highest up the most 
_ coveted award of all, the Gold 

Star of a Hero of the Soviet Un- 
jon, which corresponds to our 
Congressional] Medal of Honor. Be- 
low that, a row of theater medals, 
which indicate what actions he 


Bas been in, and on his right 


breast, a number of gold and 
enamel stars. 

Instead of theater ribbons such 
as our troops wear, a medal is 
igsued for each great engagement 
of the Soviet army: Stalingrad, 
Moscow, Rostov, and so forth, 
and Stalin wears them all. As 
marshal of the Soviet armies he 
directed them all, 

What Bothers Most Americans. 

Here we may as well discuss 
something which bothers most 
Americans. Nothing in the Soviet 
Union goes on outside the vision 
of the plaster, bronze, painted or 
embroidered eye of Stalin, His 
portrait hangs not only in every 
museum, but in every room of 
every museum, His statue in 
plaster or bronze or marble 
marches in front of all public 
buildings. His bust is in front of 
all airports, railroad stations, bus 
stations. His bust is also in all 
schoolrooms, and his portrait fs 
often directly behind his bust. In 
parks, he sits on a plaster bench. 
discussing problems with Lenin. 
His picture in needlework is un- 
dertaken by the students of 
schools. 


The stores sell millions and mil- 


Hens of his face, and every house 
has at least one picture of him. 

Surely the painting, and model- 
ing, the casting, the forging, the 
embroidering of Stalin must be 
one of the great Andustries of the 
Soviet Union. He is everywhere, 
he sees everything. He ig always 
present. 


To Americans, with the fear 
and hatred of power invested in 
one man, and of perpetuation of 
power, this is a frightening thing, 
and a distasteful one. At public 
celebrations, the pictures of Stalin, 
outgrow every bound of reason. 
They may be eight stories high, 
and 50 feet wide. Every public 
building carries monster portraits 
of him. 

Russians Give Their Reasons. 

We spoke of this to a number 
of Russians, and had several an- 
wers. 

One was that the Russian peo- 
Ple had been used to pictures of 
the Czar and the Czar’s ‘amily, 
and when the Czar was removed 
they needed something to substi- 
tute for him. 

Another wag that the icon is a 
Russian habit of mind, and this 
was a kind of icon. 

A third, that the Russians love 
Stalin so much, that they want 
him ever-present. 

A fourth, that Stalin himself 
does not like this, and has asked 
that it be discontinued. 

But it seemed to us that Stalin’s 
dislike for anything else causes its 
removal, but this is on the in- 
crease, 

Whatever the reason is, one 
spends no moment except under 
the smiling, or pensive, or stern 
eye of Stalin. It ig one of those 
things an American is incapable 
of understanding emotionally. 

There are other pictures and 
other statues, too. And one can 
tell approximately what the suc- 
cession is by the size of the photo- 
graphs and portraits of other 
leaders in relation to Stalin. Thus, 
in 1936, the second largest picture 
to Stalin was of Voroshilov, and 
now the second largest picture is 
invariably Molotov.

Why France Devalued.

Our 
pipelines, our retail shops, have 
had goods.

However far Gov. Donnelly may have set back 
the Training School for Boys at Boonville, it is 


now necessary for Missouri to start over at that 


point in the rehabilitation of this important aspect 
of its state educational program. 

At the moment, conditions at Boonville are en- 
tirely the Governor's own responsibility. There 
is no board, for he hag ousted the six citizens 
whom he drafted for the difficult task two years 
ago. There is no professional superintendent, 
for he has fired John C, Tindall, who went to 
Boonville last year from the federal service. 

Louis J. Sharp remains technically in the over- 
all directorship of the three training schools but 
Gov. Donnelly’s series of summary, intemperate 
acts completely by-passed the head of the train- 
ing schools system. Mr. Sharp is being treated 
as if he did not exist. 

So, for all practical purposes, it is Gov. Don- 
nelly who is superintendent at Boonville. His 
agents are the members of the State Highway 
Patrol whom he has placed on the grounds with 
squad cars, arms and the other accoutrements 
of the State police. Notwithstanding all this dis- 
play of authority and force, two boys disappeared 
for a time on the first day of the new regime. 

It is now up to the Governor to show the peo- 
ple of Missouri what he can do, This does not 
mean the imposition of concentration camp rule 
at Boonville. That, whether the Governor knows 
it or not, has been tried and found woefully 
wanting. Missouri repudiated the concentration 
camp when it adopted the new State Constitution 
and made the training schools a part of the state’s 
educational program. 

The Governor’s responsibility includes more 
than the enforcement of discipline by police pow- 
er. If he did no more than that Missouri would 
lose 50 years of salvaging delinquent boys and 
girls who go astray often, from causes for which 
they themselves are not primarily responsible. 

Gov. Donnelly’s responsibility includes leader- 
ship to see that Missouri provides an adequate 
educational program, vocational training and 
recreational facilities and equipment, It includes 
leadership to staff Boonville and the other train- 
ing schools with trained personnel, sufficiently 
well paid to cause them to take interest and 
pride in their work. It includes willingness to 
see the physical needs of the training schools 
are met—that the cottage program is carried 
forward so that boys may live in groups ar- 
ranged according to ages, tastes and inclinations. 

Had Phil M, Donnelly made wise development 
of the training schools a major interest at the 
outset of his administration, Missouri would be 
much further along that we are now. There 
would have been nothing to provoke the display 
of temper which touched off the unhappy events 
of last week, Missouri can only regret that Gov. 
Donnelly’s interest, and let us call it that how- 
ever unfortunate its form, did not begin in Jan- 
uary, 1945, but at a time when he has less than 
11 months still to serve. 

Enactment of legislation for the transfer of 
older and incorrigible boys to other institutions 


and for an indeterminate sentence so that pun- 


ishment may be equalized will be a great help. 


The Governor's name should have been on such 
bills three years ago. He and the Legislature 
share the blame for this lack. 

The Governor will not find it easy. to per- 
suade other citizens of the character of those he 
has fired to take their places on the board. Yet 
he has no choice. It is up to him to get another 
board, equally outstanding, and to put it on the 
job as soon as possible. He must do this so the 
new board ean select a professional successor 
to Mr. Tindall, who is a man of ability and 
courage. 

Whatever else happens, there will be no cloak 
of secrecy thrown around Boonville. Gov. Don- 
nelly is in charge, but he is in charge only as 
an agent of the people of Missouri. They are 
now more interested in the welfare of the train- 
ing schools than ever before.

Since Mr. Gromyko insists that the destruc- 
tion of American atomic bombs is a prerequisite 
for Russian agreement to any international con- 


trol plan, it would seem that the Working Com- 
mittee of the United Nations Atomic Energy 


Commission is wasting its time in giving con- 
sideration to the Soviet Union’s detailed sugges- 


tions for such a pact. In the prevailing inter- 
national climate, it is inconceivable that the 


United States should prematurely cast aside this 


‘weapon of weapons, 


There was little enough likelihood that we 


might accept the Russian set-up as a substitute 


for the carefully thought-out Baruch-Lilienthal 
plan. 
our bombs, however, would seem to have killed 
whatever hope there was for compromise. 

Perhaps, if Russia had emerged from the war 
as a frank and willing partner in the effort for 
peace, the suggestion might have been enter- 
tained. Even then, one feels, most Americans 
would have considered it too idealistic. The 
Russian attitude since victory, however, has 
been anything but satisfactory. Ever since San 
Francisco, the Kremlin has followed a course of 
suspicion, negation and frustration. 

It has wasted tremendous reservoirs of good 
will and has plunged most of the world, instead, 
into a cold war. As a matter of fact, Russian 
demands and Russian contrariness on matters of 
strategy and the like raised apprehension even 
before the war's end. Until there is a drastic 
change in this basic attitude, it is most unlikely 
that even a single A-bomb will be destroyed. 

Even those who two years ago were all for 
sharing the “secret” of the bomb now stand 
mute. All this, of course, is tragic since it pre- 
vents the lifting of a heavy cloud of dread from 
a world that has worries enough. Surely, the 
Russians must know this just as well as any- 
body else. Actually, they ought to be more 
worried than anybody else about the continued 
failure to solve the problem of the bomb. But 
apparently these No-voters feel that their

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Pension Abuses Will Continue 


Without so much as a record vote, the attempt 
to curb the abuse of Missouri's old-age pension 
system has been defeated. This is the lien and 
recovery bill, under which the state could recover 
its outlays from the property of pensioners after 
death. The purpose is to discourage financial- 
ly able relatives from loading old people on the 
taxpayers’ backs, which they can do and which 
many are doing under the present lax law. 

The bill actually would improve the situation 
of some deserving ofd people who own their 
homes but have neither personal income nor 
relatives able to support them. It would elimi- 
nate the property restriction which now sen- 
tences such people to acute hardship. However, 
the bill is not popular with the numerous rela- 
tives who have shrugged off their personal obli- 
gations on the state. Therefore, though the 


The flat demand for the destruction of 


Senate had passed the bill, an informal canvass 
showed that it lacked enough House support for 
passage, so it was dropped. A similar bill was 
voted down in the Senate in 1945. 

As a result of this action, abuses under the 
present law will continue and the rolls will con- 
tinue to lengthen, Total outlays for old-age pen- 
sions in Missouri, including both state and fed- 
eral funds, have swelled from just under $4,- 
000,000 in 1936 to about $40,000,000 for the cur- 
rent fiscal year. An appropriation of $55,186,956 
has already been proposed for the next fiscal 
year, of which $24,104,403 would be state funds. 

In other states, lien and recovery legislation 
is reducing pension abuses. “Some restrictive 
legislation must be passed,” says Senator Matthes, 
the sponsor of the bill, “or the demands for so- 
cial security funds will bankrupt the state.” 
That’s a warning to be heeded, 
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As to Medical Kickbacks 


The St. Louis County Medical Society has 
come forward with an offer to co-operate with 
the Better Business Bureau in an investigation 
of medical kickbacks. The St. Louis Ophthalmic 
Society previously made a similar offer. These 
offers will be valuable if the Better Business 
Bureau decides to lead, but the bureau is still 
wondering if it wants to tackle this issue, 

We think the Better Business Bureau should 
do so. This is its special kind of work. Its 
reason for existence is to protect the consumer 
against unscrupulous business practices. The 
Los Angeles Better Business Bureau is spear- 
heading such an investigation in its community 
with the assistance of the United States Collec- 
tor of Internal Revenue. ö 

The professional societies, however, have a 
responsibility of their own, quite apart from 
that of the Better Business Bureau. What they 
have said so far is in effect that they will act 
if the bureau acts. What they ought to be saying 
is that if the bureau acts they will act with it, 
and that if it does not they will act without it. 
These offers of following contingent upon some- 
one else’s leadership contrast markedly with the 
bold pronouncement of the California Medical 
Association, which has launched an offensive 
against kickbacks: 

We have prided ourselves on policing our 


own profession. . Unfortunately, rebating 
practices still exist among some unethical 
doctors, who constitute a small percentage 


of the profession. We do not intend to let 

that condition continue. ? 

Some physicians in St. Louis say privately 
that there are eye doctors here who accept re- 
bates from optical goods companies, They say 
that, though the recipients are few, they give 
optical goods companies an excuse for keeping 
the price of eyeglasses as high as it is in cities 
where the kickback racket is rampant, 

A recent article in Reader’s Digest charged 
that American Optical Co. and Bausch & Lomb, 
which control the field, kick back some 50 per 
cent of the price of glasses to the prescribing 
physicians who will accept it. This is one of 
the reasons why glasses that should cost $5 
to $10 cost the purchaser $15 to $40, as Henry 
Cheatham, vice president of the Pennsylvania 
Optical Co., pointed out in a letter to the 
Post-Dispatch. 

Some doctors also say privately that there 
are internists in St. Louls who recommend the 
surgeons who have agreed to kick back the 
largest amount of money to them. Are there 
also kickbacks from pharmacies and laboratories 
to some physicians? Nationally the kickback 
racket has become such an open scandal that 
the American Medical Association has called 
for a “long-delayed cleanup.” And the Veterans’ 
Administration denaunces doctors who are 
“chiseling” on services to veterans,

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Delaware, Trail Blazer 


For the first time in history, Negroes have 
been made eligible for doctorate degrees in a 
Southern university. Dr. William Carlson of the 
University of Delaware announces that hence- 
forth Negroes will be permitted to enroll in 
courses not provided by the Delaware State Col- 
lege for Negroes. This action is an outgrowth 
of the recent Supreme Court decision, holding 
that a Negro in Oklahoma was entitled to equal 
educational facilities with white students. 

Dr. Carlson says that the high court ruling 
was considered binding by the trustees of the 
University of Delaware. Of course, Delaware 
could have dodged the issue. It could have re- 
sorted to a subterfuge as Oklahoma did, and as 
Missouri does. It could have set up separate 
graduate schools for Negroes on the pretext that 
they provide facilities equal to those long es- 
tablished in white schools. Almost literally over 
night, following the Supreme Court decision, 
Oklahoma established a law school. To pretend 
that this carries out the court’s dictum in good 
faith deceives no one. 3 

Missouri is guilty of the same pretension. Aft- 
er a similar ruling by the Supreme Court in the 
Gaines case a decade ago, Missouri set up a law 
school for Negroes in St. Louis as a branch of 
Lincoln University. It is, of course, not in a 
class with the law school at Columbia, If a 
Negro should apply for entrance into the medical 
school of the university at Columbia, he would 
have to be admitted or the state would be com- 
pelled to repeat the subterfuge. 

Aside from the damage such action does to 
the spirit of the Fourteenth Amendment, it can 
be very costly. As we have shown, the cost to 
the state of educating each student in our Negro 
law school is $807, against $228 to educate each 
student in the white law school. Under the 
State’s new Constitution, all that is necessary to 
end this patent evasion of the United States Con- 
stitution and the rulings of the Supreme Court 
is to pass a simple statute to permit entrance of 
Negroes to the University’s law and medical 
schools. Delaware has done the honorable thing.

When one party has held the presidency 
and the other controlled Congress, the re- 
sulting deadlock has shunted the needs of 
the rank and file of people out at the 
little end of the horn.

The high cost of living was an issue in 
1920. Wilson asked for legislation to com- 
bat the price spiral. Looking to the elec- 
tion, the Republican Congress preferred to 
blame living costs on the Administration's 
expenditures and its insistence on keeping 
taxes high—identical complaints today. 


Left to its own devices, the second ses- 
sion of the Eightieth Congress would be no 
better—probably worse. As the basis for 
such a forecast, we have the recrimina- 
tions and frustrations of the first session 
and the special session. 


But in 1948 “no better” will be not nearly 
good enough. For there is a fact of graver 
moment in 1948 than the prize of the presi- 
dency, and that is the state of the world. 
We cannot gear ourselves blandly to the 
lesser concern when our fate is tied to the 
larger. 

The stakes are too great for political 
charges and counter-charges—and do-noth- 
ingism. How can we sufficiently impress 
these self-evident truths on the men we 
have sent to Washington? 


The first requirement—being severely 
practical—is for the American people to 
resolve that this session shall not fall to 
the level of those others degraded into 
curtain-raisers to presidential campaigns.

A New Awakening 


The message to send {s not that politics 
is adjourned, but that politics this year 
must be on a high and responsible plane. 
The word is that trickery, misrepresenta- 
tion and deceit are ruled out, It should 
serve notice that the people have taken 
charge.

This is not more than we can do. We 
elected this Congress and we can turn it 
out in November.

We sent Harry Truman to the executive 
branch.

Man: One Stock or Many? 
HUMAN ANCESTRY FROM A GENETICAL POINT = 

VIEW, by N. Ruggles Gates, (ever 

Press, Cambridge, Mess.) 

Stripped bt its learned lingo, all this book 
seeks to convey is the idea that man 
does not stem from a single stock, but 
there has been “much independent evo 
lution on the different continents, from 
diverse ancestral stocks.” ‘ 

The author, therefore, insists that the 
various human races be called species, in- 
stead of the present genera practice of 
considering them as subspecies of the 
human race,

In a very frank 
‘foreword, Prot. 
Earnest Hooton re-

Earnest Hooton profitabl Ain —.— 
the question has unfortunate political impli⸗ 
cations, 

That Prof. Gates could not completely 
evade the political touch is shown by his 
strong attacks on Weidenreich and other 
anthropologists who represent the “single 
stock” school. The dogma that Homo 
Sapiens, Gates says, “is one species repre- 
senting all living mankind dates from Lin- 
naeus in the eighteenth century. Before 
the end of that century it had been enunci- 
ated in the political form that ‘all men 
are born free and equal’ ,.. Every 
of heredity knows that no two men 
equal either in physique or mentality. . . . 
This doctrine is hopelessly at variance 
with the facts of science, .. . But in the 
form that all men are men and entitled 


to respect and fair treatment as such we 


have a statement which every scientific 


man can fully endorse.” . 


So it seems science has ony banalities 
to offer as answer to this one among man- 
kind’s problems. 


Prof. Hooton recommends the book as 
useful insofar as it represents the most 
up-to-date summary of human paleon- 
tology. After close study, the reader will 
agree with Hooton that nomenclature of 
classification is arbitrary and that “zoolo- 
gists are inconsistent in assigning taxo- 
nomic rank to animals.”

Gandhi will be deified, though 
he opposed such an idea and only 
rsntly spoke with unusual 
harshness to a follower who 
cried, “Declare you are the re- 
incarnation of God.” But the dei- 
fication will occur. There already 
are idols to him_in some temples. 
Perhaps to make a man God is to 
set him so high that he can be 
worshiped without being emu- 
lated. For who shall require of 
mere men to be divine? 


But that the Mahatma, the 
great soul, will live, as contem- 
porary reality, when great states 
flourishing today are no more, 
and «hen the greatest names 
celebrated today will be buried in 
dusty tomes, I have no doubt at 
all. A word has become flesh and 
the flesh has been sacrificed. 


The word remains, to be taken 
up again and again, and forever 
and forever, as long as man’s 
plahet wheels around the sun. A 
body has dropped into the pool of 
time, the fall sending out waves 
to beat, retreat and beat again, 
upon who knows what distant

Comedian Turns Herbert Mu- 
sical ‘Sweethearts’ Into Laugh 
Festival at American. 


while no American commercial’

Bobby Clark breezed into the 
American Theater last night with 
his own version of Victor Her- 
bert’s “Sweethearts,” and detnon- 
strated once and for all that 
nothing can be higher than low 
comedy, that no fine art can be 
finer than the art of the belly- 
laugh. 

The little comedian with the 
spurious specs seems to be con- 
siderably grayer than on his last 
appearance here, but he’s funnier 
than ever, if possible (it isn’t)). 
Whenever Bobby Clark was on the 
stage, the audience was quivering 
with laughter, And, praise be to 
the theatrical gods, he managed to 
be on stage three-fourths of the 
time, skitterIng about in a dozen 
changes of costume, darting, in 
and about like a precociously im- 
pertinent bug, mangling song 
numbers to his own fell purposes, 
and knocking the plot helter- 
skelter with one flip of a wise- 
crack, 

Bobby may be the last of the 
great stage comedians, but let us 
not mourn, he’s here to enjoy and 
life is good. Some comedians 
work on a percentage basis. They 
rattle off their gags, and if 50 per 
cent of them click, they’re in. 
But not Bobby, He’s funny all the 
time. Every time he opens his 
mouth he sets the collective um- 
bilici of the audience shaking like 
a good-natured earthquake. Half 
the time, he doesn’t have to say 
anything, just turn that bland, 
peering gaze on the audience, or 
loosen a leer in the direction of 
a blonde. He's a master of timing 
and the gag. His dry, crackling 
delivery is seemingly effortless. 
He's made an art of such minor 
craftsmanship as flipping ashes 
over the stage from his vibrating 
cigar, or left-handed pitches of 
wet clothes to a second-story 
clothes line. 

Reverence is not in the fellow. 
He has taken over the conven- 
tional romantic musical comedy 
plot, and whittled it down into a 
springboard for his own antics. 
(He writes most of his own lines.) 
He taken out what little 
sense there was in the story, 
which is a good thing, because 
now it floats along uninhibitedly 
as a purely comedy instrument. 
When the story begins to sound 
too much like the usual mythical 
kingdom operetta, he steps out 
and takes the curse off it with 
the observation, “Never was a thin 
plot so complicated.” When the 
locket that’s involved in the 
search for the heiress to the 
throne disappears down the ma- 
tronly bosom of the proprietress 
of the White Geese Laundry, he 
stares, baffled, for a moment, then 
confides to the audience, “There 


must be some way of getting that 
out without losing our motion pic- 
ture rights.“ He airily explains 
away a resplendent knee-breechés 
satin court costume; Just es 
old softball outfit.” 

As to the rest of “Sweethearts,” 
there isn’t much, when Bobby 
isn’t around, but that doesn’t mat- 
ter, as he’s nearly always there. 
Director John Kennedy, known to 
St. Louisans as producer for Mu- 
nicipal Opera, has wisely allowed 
the usual musical fol-de-rol to in- 
terfere only long enough to give 
Bobby time for costume changes. 
The time taken for hero and 
heroine to fall in love breaks 
even musical comedy records—45 
seconds.

what the Department wanted in 
the first instance. 

Finally, there is the much mis- 
understood matter of the amount 
of appropriation for the first 15- 
month period of ERP, which has 
recently been raising such a 
ruckus. Until just prior to the 
opening of the Congressional] ses- 
sion, the State Department and 
Harriman committee experts ex- 
pected that Congress would be 
asked for $7,400,000,000. This total 
comprised: three amounts—first, 
$600,000,000 to meet obligations al- 
ready contracted by European 
governments for imports from this 
country, prior to initiation of 
ERP; second, $6,000,000,000 to be ex- 
pended during the first 15 months 


forward contracts, for 1950 deliv- 
ery, to be made during these first 
15 months. The present startlingly 
different result emerged after 
Budget Bureau processing. 

First, the bureau knocked out 
the $600,000,000 for foreign obliga- 
tions as not allowable (thus insur- 
ing that ERP’s customers would 
get off to a bad start.) Second, 
the bureau’s experts pointed out 
that the United States Treasury 
is distinctly slow pay. Out of 
every ‘billion dollars’ worth of 
goods and services purchased by 
the Government in the next fiscal 
year, about $250,000,000 worth will 
not be paid for until three months 
after the year has ended. 

Therefore, they argued, ERP 
might consume $6,000,000,000 of 
goods and services in the 15-month 
period from April 1, 1948, through 
July 1, 1949. But the Treasury 
would have paid only for $4,500,- 
000,000 worth of these goods and 
services when the next fisca] year 
closed. Therefore, only this sum 
Of $4,500,000,000 was included in 
the 1948-1949 budget, convenien 
bringing the total United State 
budget under the 40 billion desired 
by the President.

enough to recognize what was 
standard and familiar. : 

Nevertheless, the controversies 
over these trifling points have se- 
riosly damaged ERP’s chances. 
Surely this might have been avoid- 
ed by better co-ordination. Surely 
also, the more triviality and tech- 
nicality of these controveries sug- 
gest the utter absence of any ade- 
quate sense of urgency in Congress.

They just haven’t the time 
or disposition to be mothers and 
fathers, Or they are too emotion- 
ally soft to inflict, on occasion, 
the “hurt that heals.” This gen- 
eration is fortunate in having ex- 
ceptional printed aids for par- 
ents, I shall be glad to recom- 
mend those I know ad trust—not 
a library of confusion, but one or 
two texts that I have found to be 


emotionally well-balanced, scien- 
tifically sound and religiously in- 
spired. Beyond such good litera- 
ture and its wise counselors is a 
milling mass of theorists and 
“orackpots” who advocate every- 
thing from “let em alone” to “let 
them have experiences as wise 
Nature prompts.” 

In this article I would empha- 
siza the importance of making it 
possible for children from an 
early age to “work and earn their 
way.” Perhaps the five young 
men from Atlanta WERE “given 
so much that they sought for 
something their parents could not

give them.” Dr. Allen Albert, dis- 
tinguished sociologist of Emory 
University, thinks so, But is it pos- 
sible in this “mechanized age” to 
provide real and appropriate work 
for children? Well, it was accom- 
plished by one of the world’s 
wealthiest men, whose sons are to- 
day rendering outstanding service 
in both industrial and public life. 
His sons earned their spending 
money, On one trip to Europe each 
boy had an assignment of travel 
responsibility and was paid for it. 
In our family’s humbler circum- 


‘stances the girls were paid a mod- 


est sum for housecleanitfg, kitch- 
en work; and the market price for 
picking , blueberries. For little 
money we bought an overgrown, 
dilapidated New England farm 
and set the boys and their 
friends to work clearing fields 
and building roads. Earlier than 
that, I paid a gardener to pay our 
boys for weeding his vegetables. 
They did so well that he released 
me from my part of the con- 
tract! 

There is not a family in Ameri- 
ca—poor or rich-—that can’t put 
this vital principle of “work and 
earn“ into practice—if fathers 


and mothers are willing to give 


just a little time and attention to 
parenthood.

Bishop Loring, who heads the 
Springfield Episcopal Diocese here 
has injected the test into the in- 
structions on the meanin of 
matrimony which, in accordance 
with the canon law of the church, 
an Episcopal minister must give 
to young couples before marrying 
them. 

It has worked so well for him 
that he plans to instruct the minis- 
ters in his diocese in the use of 
the test on couples contemplating 
marriage. While the church law 
requires that ministers give all 
couples a pre-marital talk, the 
test itself is purely voluntary, 
They rarely refuse, says Bishop 
Loring. Most of them, in fact, 
welcome It. 

While no reliable statistics on 
its efficacy are available as yet, 
Bishop Loring can cite his own 
experience. In almost 300 mar- 
riages which he hag performed 
since using it, there have been 
only seven divorces to his know- 
ledge.

The test, called a study of 
values, first came to Bishop Lor- 
ing’s attention when he was sérv- 
ing as chaplain and psychological 
consultant at Boston Psycopathic 
Hospital some years ago. The 
test was devised by Gordon W. 
Aliport and Philip E. Vernon of 
Harvard, Dr, Allport is head of 
the department of psychology at 
Harvard, and Bishop Loring 
minored in psychology there. The 
test was originally designed for 
college freshmen to see where their 
interests and aptitudes lay. It was 


also used at the psycopathic hos- 
pital. 

“After I had used it,” explains 

Bishop Loring, “it occurred to me 
I could take two of the tests 
give them to couples and find out 
if their interests and their ap- 
eo to life were close or hos- 
tile.“ 
The test has 45 questions or di- 
visions, each giving the subject 
a choice of answers, Example: 
“Because of the aggressive and 
self-assertive nature of man, the 
abolition of war is an illusory 
ideal, Yes, no.” Or: “If you had 
the opportunity, and if nothing 
of the kind existed in the com- 
munity or college where you lived, 
would you prefer to start (a) a 
debating society; (b) a classical 
orchestra? 

The test le supposed to give you 
a good picture of your approach 
to the six values. A well-inte- 
grated personality will have scores 
in each valué which are not far 
apart. 

The six types, for the purposes 
of the test, are defined as follows: 


THEORETICAL TYPE: The 
dominant interest of this type is 
the discovery of pure truth. 
Beauty and utility do not interest 
him, He seeks to observe and to 
reason, and to systematize his 
findings. He is an intellectual 
and a rationalist, frequently a 
scientist or philosopher of the 
scholarly variety. 

ECONOMIC TYPE: He is inter- 
ested chiefly in what is “useful.” 
He is the typical business man, 
eminently practical, concerned 
with the accumulation of wealth, 
He loves luxury. In personal re- 
lationships he is most interested 
in surpassing his neighbor through 
wealth, rather than serving them. 


ESTHETIC TYPE: For this

HERE are many and varied 
T conditions which can produce 

a sore and aching back. A sore 
back is one of the doctor’s most 
puzzling problems because of the 
great number of different condi- 
tions which can produce the same 
symptoms. One of the very com- 
mon mistakes that people make is 
to assume that a backache is due 
to kidney trouble—and immediate- 
ly start taking some kind of 
“kidney pills.” Actually, backache 
may be due to such conditions as 
a previously forgotten injury, an 
infection (infected tooth), muscle 
imbalance in the feet and legs, 
rheumatism, congenital (inherit- 
ed) defect of the spine, etc, It 
usually pays good dividends not 
to jump at conclusions where 
backaches ere concerned. It is 
often necessary to have a com- 
plete physical checkup to deter- 
mine the cause of a sore back. 


Question: Is there anything to 
the “Seven Day Cure for Alco- 
holism ?” 

Answer: This so-called cure de- 
scribes a treatment for some of 
the various forms of acute alco- 
holism by the withdrawal method. 
Alcohol is given to the patient by 
injections in slowly decreasing 
doses over a period of six or 
seven days. It is true that the 
patients recover from their acute 
symptoms, but the same results 
can be obtained by other accepted 
methods, It does not cure chronic 
alcoholism.
